Promises to

Following on the heels of the 
surprise announcement of the 
resignation of Chancellor Didn’t 
He Slip, a replacement has been 
named for the post, according to 
R.M. “Mickey” Mouse, mem- 
ber of the State Bored of 
Regents.

Tehran, Iran, has been de- 
cided upon as the destination for 
the Silly Activities Board sum- 
mer trip. 

SAB President Brian 
Pumpernickel said the SAB has 
been planning the trip for two or 
three days. Some five places are 
now available to students at 
LSUS and their families. 

Total cost of the trip is $7.95 
per person. Students will be 
staying at the Imperial Jail 
because of the large number of 
vacancies made by the change 
in government.

Individual activities will be 
available, such as budget rates 
on rental guns for those who 
wish to explore the city on their 
own. 

Pumpernickel said, as he 
propped his foot on his desk, 
“We wanted to get something 
really new and different for the 
student body this year. With the 
way things are now, who knows 
when you will be able to see a 
religious government coup first- 
hand.” 

Pumpernickel also announced 
that the weekly SAB movies 
have been discontinued. Last 
week, during the showing of 
“Once is Plenty,” the Shreve- 
port vice squad raided the 
Symbionese Liberation Auditor- 
ium and confiscated the film. 
Charges are pending against 
Pumpernickel, who was respon- 
sible for ordering the film. 

When questioned about the 
incident, Pumpernickel said, “I 
feel sure I will be exonerated of 
any wrongdoing. After all, I 
have friends. I know which side 
my bread is buttered on.” 

Plans for Spring Flunk are 
also underway. Pumpernickel 
had some personal thoughts to 
offer on this subject. 

“Every Spring on the larger 
campuses, everybody flunks. 


We want to establish the same 
kind of thing here since this 
campus is getting so big. The 
faculty has assured me they will 
fully cooperate in making 
Spring Flunk successful.” 

Pumpernickel also said that 
SAB had planned to have a big 
party at the end of Spring 
Flunk.

Regents 

replace 

LSU-BR 

LSUS first 
with degrees 

BATON ROUGE (API) — 
LSUS will become the state’s 
primary degree-granting insti- 
tution, a high source in the 
Louisiana Bored of Regents 
revealed yesterday. 

The source, who insisted on 
remaining anonymous, said the 
decision to have LSUS replace 
LSU-Baton Rouge was reached 
at a secret meeting of political 
and educational leaders in a 
Bunkie cafe last week. 

The growing militancy of 
Iranian students at LSU-Baton 
Rouge was cited by the source 
as the prime reason behind the 
decision. 

At the luncheon in Bunkie, 
witnesses testified over steam- 
ing plates of hot boudin. that, as 
another high and usually re- 
liable source put it, “no Iranian 
student in his right mind would 
ever want to move to Shreve- 
port.” Based on this assurance, 
the decision was made to 
abandon Baton Rouge. 

Most buildings at LSU-BR will 
be dismantled, including the 
sorority houses, and placed on 
Mississippi River barges. The 
subsequent attempt to steam 
north to Shreveport will provide 
“an excellent opportunity to test 
the navigability of the Red 
River,” another high, occasion- 
ally reliable source said. 

About 242 bars from the 
LSU-BR area also are expected 
to join the trek to Shreveport, 
with most of them seeking 
locations along Youree Drive 
south of the campus. Truck 
convoys will be organized to 
transport the bars, another 
high, sometimes reliable source 
said, with a State Police escort 
providing protection north of 
Alexandria. 

Zaps, an establishment near 
the Baton Rouge campus that is 
home on weekends to “3,000 


crazed students,” already has 
purchased two acres on Youree 
for Zaps II, an even higher 
source said. Menus and signs in 
Zaps II wwill be in English and 
French to cater to the 10,000 or 
more Cajuns expected to enroll 
at the new main campus. 
Absolutely no fried chicken will 
be served at Zaps. 

A still higher source added 
that Shreveport, a “city on the 
grow,” probably will become 
bilingual within a decade. To 
accommodate the great 
migration, gubernatorial candi- 
date Raul Hardy has promised 
to use the National Guard to 
complete a four-lane highway 
from St. Martinville to Shreve- 
port, the source said. 

An 80,000-seat sports facility, 
the Tigerdome, will be built on 
ll e present site of the Caspiana 
Ruise, with the Caspiana House 
be ng dismantled, moved to a 
nure suitable location and 
rebuilt as a hot-dog stand to 
serve Tiger fans. 

The Tigerdome will feature a 
special suite with wet bar 
reserved exclusively for staff 
members of the Daily Alma 
Street Joke and their friends, 
the highest source of all said.

Study Set

Dr, J.A. Foul, director of 
Conspiracies and Inquests, 
announced recently that a 
three-week short course in the 
fundamentals of suicide will be 
offered beginning next week. 

Dr. Foul said that the course 
is being offered because of the 
increasing interest expressed 
by students and members of the 
community. Recently, studies 
have indicated an increase in 
suicide rates among college-age 
people The purpose of this 
course is to help students deal 
with this problem in the most 
pragmatic way possible. 

Dr, Foul said, "We are 
working closely with Dr. George 
Unkempt and Dr. My Friend 
Flicka of the sickology depart- 
ment in order to make this 
offering different from your 
usual, run-of-the-mill lecture 
course. We believe students 
learn by doing; therefore we 
want to make this a personal 
experience for our students,” 

The course will explore the 
economic conditions and the 
effects urbanization is having 
on suicide rates. The legal 
aspects of suicide will also be 
given consideration. Students 
will learn which states prose- 
cute those who attempt suicide 
and fail. This aspect of the 
course is included for those who 
are below-average students. 

Dr, Foul said, "There are 
bound to be a few in any group 
who can screw up anything. We 
don't want them to be further 
frustrated by violating state 
laws.* 1 

Methods of committing 
suicide will be studied, as well 
as religious, ethical, and social 
attitudes. 

The course is being offered on 
a no-credit basis. Successful 
students in this course won't 
need credit. A final project is 
required, however, and these 
projects will be presented at the 
final class meeting. (Very 
final!) For those surviving the 
final projects, a Jim Jones-style 
vat party will be held at the 
close of the class meeting. A $50 
deposit will be required for 
course materials and, of course, 
body removal.

Still another danger tha 
exists is the uncontrollable 
production of nuclear weapet 
by Bombs 495 students, who ai 
planning to take advantage < 
this nearby source of nucle 
power. Moreover, it is feart 
that they will try to test the :

Last November, one studer 
dropped his general-purpose 
self-made bomb on Bossier Citv 
For this reason, we are urgii 
all available students to sign in 
in the Student Affairs Office as 
volunteers to help build a n 
underground bomb shelter on 
campus, to be built under the 
ground. 


The final danger to consider 
was in the news this past week.

Conflict over 
juice sales

Should orange juice be sold in 
the new University Center? This 
has become an important 
question because of a protest 
movement activated by the 
LSUS chapter of Guys / Gals 
Against Anita You-Know Who 
(GAAY). 

Dr. Renee Richards, GAAY 
national president who was 
summoned by the LSUS chapter 
to help with the orange juice 
problem, said that the protest is 
against a suggestion made to 
the Board of Drisuption by 
STRAITS (Stop Those Rotten 
and Immorally Tactless 
Savages). The suggestion was 
that orange juice be the only 
beverage sold in the University 
Center. 


Dr, Richards said STRAITS 
made the suggestion to annoy 
the GAAYs. "We're a much 
smaller group on this campus 
than they are,” he said. "But 
we're big enough to stand up for 
what we believe in ( or don't 
believe in.” 

He said that he attempted to 
negotiate with True-man 
Capone, president of STRAITS, 
by suggesting that another 
flavor be considered. "But that 
(censored) wouldn't even con- 
sider it, or any of my other 
suggestions. 

"That's when I really became 
convinced that their suggestion 
was a malicious plot to ruin us 
and every principle we value,” 
he said. 

Dr. Richards said that the 
suggestion was made because 
STRAITS is aware of the 
GAAYs 1 controversy with Anita 
You-Know-Who, who advertises 
orange juice from Florida, 

Alter the negotiation attempt, 
the club members decided that 
the only solution was to fight 
back, he said. "We're small in 
number; but we're tough. If 
they want a fight, that's what 
they're going to get,” 

To carry out the protest, the 
GAAYs have put up posters 
which carry slogans such as 
"The Florida Sunshine Tree 
Ain't For Me” and "The GAAY 
Way is OK.” These posters can 
be seen at various places on 
campus. 

The members are also cir- 
culating petitions among 
students against the sale of 
orange juice in the center. This 
effort is being accompanied by 
the distribution of handbills and 
pamphlets, which can be identi- 
fied by the GAAY emblem, a 
purple pansy. 

Dr. Richards said that, if 
necessary, the GAAYs also are 
prepared to disclose evidence 
gathered by special GAAY 
agents which suggests that 
certain members of STRAITS 
are not so "straight,” 

"Like I said, this thing may 
turn out to be dirty,” he said. 
"Bui that's OK with us. I mean, 
what have we got to lose?” 

Both groups have agreed to an 
exhibition to be held Monday at 
noon in the mall. The exhibition 
will present both sides to 
students. 

The GAAYs' platform will be 
delivered by Ms. Les B. Anne, 
formerly John Smith, an LSUS 
student. Capone will deliver the 
STRAITS platform. 


Terrorist 
Students 
Take Over 

Provenza 
is hostage

Bronson Hall was occupied 
yesterday by a group of 
terrorist students. 

The take-over began about 9 
a.m. when elevators were 
stalled, phone lines cut and 
toilets overflowed.

Editorial 


In an unprecedented energy 
conservation move, LSUS ad- 
ministrators have announced a 
key rationing program directed 
toward faculty and staff per- 
sonnel. The move was explained 
by Chancellor Slip as “a way to 
shut the door on energy waste." 
He added that “in the past 
faculty and staff were asked to 
cooperate on a voluntary 
basis." 

“It just hasn’t worked," the 
chancellor went on to explain. 
“Instead of hoped for 25 percent 
reduction in office hours, we 
have found faculty usage of 
their offices up an inexcusable 
15 percent," he said. 

According to the chancellor, 
“many faculty members have 
been abusing their privileges by 
working in their offices on 
weekends and evenings when 
they have no classes." 

The chancellor explained that 
he took away all incentives that 
would lead to such behavior 
when we eliminated “teaching 
effectiveness” and “research 
activity" as criteria for pay- 
raises and promotions. 

In explaining the key ration- 
ing program, Chancellor Slip 
predicted that there would be 
some problems. “I was strongly 
opposed to the idea of giving 
faculty and staff personnel keys 
to their offices in the first 
place," Slip pointed out. “Now 
we are faced with the unpopular 
task of taking the keys away," 
Slip continued. 

Basically, the key rationing 
idea is a simple one. Faculty 
and staff with odd-numbered 
offices will be allowed to check 
out a key to their office on 
Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Fridays. Those faculty and staff 
in even-numbered rooms may 
check out keys on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays. In every month 
containing an “r" in its name, 
odd-numbered office keys will 
be given out on Tuesdays and 
Thursdays and even-numbered 
keys on Mondays, Wednesdays, 
and Fridays. Keys may be 
checked out at the main desk in 
the library between the hours of 
9 a.m. and 2 p.m. Keys to the 
library will be available in the 
Bookstore at a purchase price of 
$8.95. 

“Not only will restricted use 
of offices directly cut down on 
energy consumption, many in- 
direct energy saving benefits 
should occur," according to 
Chancellor Slip. 

“Keys are made out of steel 
and other alloys. It takes energy 
to produce such products. By 
cutting down on the number of 
keys available, we save 
energy." 

In addition, “people cut 
themselves on keys frequent- 
ly,” according to Pen Kurdy of 
the LSUS HPE Department. 
"Some key accidents require 
visits to the doctor. By cutting 
down on such accidents, it is 
estimated that the faculty and 
staff alone at LSUS will use 
approximately 2.7 gallons less 
gasoline per year," Kurdy 
added. 


Regarding the possibility of 
black market key rings develop- 
ing, Chancellor Slip said, 
"While a possibility, it is highly 
unlikely." He went on to 
explain, “what good are keys 
when we take away their 
offices?"
